ORIGIN 


1. Christo Goneveky, First Vice President of the Slav Union of Argentina, is re- 
ported to have informed Martin Raduj, the editor of the local Polish Comruniat 
peper Polseke Wyawolona, that the Slav Union of Argentina is no longer sub= 
ordinated to the Communist Party of that comtry, but instead enjoys a great 
deal of local autonomy. Antonio Kanter, the head of the Idiomatic Com 1ssion 
of the Arcentine Camunist Party and Party representetive to the Slav - sion, is 
allowed to make suggestions to the Slav Union, but cannot give nor enf.zce 
orders, Leadera of the Slev Union desire that their organization coll. orate 
with the local Communist Party, but only when expedient, in order to avoid too 
much of an overt relationshin with the Communiat Party. 


2. Gonevaky also stated that the prine duty of the Slav diplomatic represuntatives 
in Argentina is to collaborate with the Slav Union, which in turn is e.hordinated 
to the Soviet Embassy. In case the Argentine authorities persecute eicher the 
Slev Union or its affiliates, it will be necessary for the Slev diplam :tic 
representatives to threaten repatriation for their nationals, particularly 
technicians and skilled laborers. The Slav diplomats will insist that the Slav 
organizations are primarily interested in cultural matters, and that tue Slev 
Union is a means of cultural exchange between Slav ethnic groups. : 
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: This information points towards a further separation o.' the 
Slav Union of Argentine from the Communist Party of that country and sicgests 
thet the Soviets consider the various Slav asscelations more valuable and 
efficient than the Cermnmist Party. The Argentine authorities are appuwently 
now aware of the inherent danger of the Slav organizations, and even went as 
far as prohibiting a "cultural® meeting of the Slav Union on 1 August (947. 
This action brought a protest, because the Slav Union considered the p-evention 
of their meeting as an insult to the Slav communities and the Slav dip omatie 
representatives, Whe udu attend the nore important meatings. 
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
